Hopeful In Future 


EXPECTATIONS as a rule lend to 


run too high over top-level confer- 
ences. But if they be scaled down to 
I sensible plane, then the Eisenhower- 
Macmillan talks at Bermuda can be 
measured as both immediately fruitful 
and hopeful for the Mure. They are 
Immediately valuable, as was of course 
foreseen, because they restore first- 
hand dealing between America and 
Britain in a mood of confidence and 
trust. And thus ends one of the un- 
happiest interludes In (he long history 
of this great international- friendship. 
Furthermore, the talks produced an 
agreement for the United States to 
supply Britain with certain guided mis- 
siles. This is a development which can- 
not help but buck up British spirits at 
a rather trying time. 


THERE WAS peril for Britain and 


all free nations in the defense cuts'it 
had previously initiated. This ' move 
lessens that peril somewhat. And the 
"guided missile" news is bound to be 
cheering, too, at a moment when that 
country is torn by severe labor strife. 
Admirably, neither we nor the British 
were content in these talks simply to 
issue fresh warning-to the Soviet Union 
by announcing the missile plan. Mr. 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister Mac- 
millan also threw out a stout chal- 
lenge to test again the Kremlin's pro- 
fessions of peaceful intent. They indi- 
cated we might be willing to allow a 
certain limited international observa- 
tion of some future nuclear tests, i£ 
Russia in turn did the same. A nation 
honestly committed to the idea of arms 
control will 'find it hard to explain a 
refusal, 
'. 


IN THE MATTER of the troubled 


Middle East, the Bermuda meeting pro- 
duced less concrete results. We have 
made clear our aim of joining the 
Military C o m m i t t e e of the anti- 
Communist Baghdad pact. Both coun- 
tries say they will support the various 
U.N. resolutions affecting the Middle 
East. And Macmillan told newsmen he' 
and the President agreed on the need 
to keep cither Egypt or Israel from 
violating their obligations. But the big 
question of ultimate settlements of the 
Arab-Israeli and Suez Canal disputes is 
left to the future—perhaps understand- 
ably. Presently it is in Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold's hands 
which must be allowed a reasonable 
time to shape a solution. The big gain 
at Bermuda, obviously, 
was not in 


settlements proposed or achieved but 
in renewed understanding between two 
peoples that had suffered an unaccus- 
tomed and 
damaging estrangement 


That is good news enough..

Southern Soloiis Rely On Talk As Weapon 


WASHINGTON — If 
you've 


tver lived in a Southern town 
where the big trees reach confid- 
ingly over the sidewalks (o create 
a comfortable oasis of shade on 
hot days, you can understand how 
much a part of life in such a be- 
guiling atmosphere is talk, just 
talk. 


Two fcy two you will see (lie 


folks, under the trees or under 
the awnings of the stores in the 
main business section, bring the 
slow pace of life to a tejnporary 
halt for a few minutes of con- 
versation, 
buzz - buzz — about 


anything and everything or, as 
often happens, about virtually 
nothing. 


It's coming around to Hie time 


nf year for that down South, and 
it's coming around to tha time of 
year here in Congress, as it does 
every four or five years, for the 
Southerners to begin Iheir talk- 
to prevent enactment of civil 
rights bills. . 


IT TOOK only a halt hour of 


talk — which for a Southerner is 
really no lalt at all — to delay 
for another week consideration 
by the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee ot President 
Eisenhower's 


civil rights bill 'which, among 
other things* would (ry to protect 
Negroes in their right to vote in 
the South. 


It happened Monday in

Tom Hcnnings. chairman of a 
subcommittee which recently ap- 
proved the bill after prolonged 
hearings, finally go{ recognition 
after an hour and a half from the 
committee chairman, Senator Jirn 
Eastland, for a motion to take 
up Ihe bill. Only half an hour 
remained before the automatic 
end of the-committee session at 
noon. 


That was not even a workout 


for a couple of Southerners who 
took Ihcir cue from their chair- 
man — the somewhat pixy Sena- 
tor Sam J. Ervin Jr., with such 


sn innocent, face and manner — 
and Senator Olin Johnston, a sol- 
emn Ihunderer who talks as if 
he had a mouthful ot watermel- 
cn. 


They consumed (he half hour 


by objecting that neither 
the 


subcommittee 
report - nor 
its 


hearing had been printed and 
(hat any action should await that. 
Both these gentlemen were on 
Ihe Hennings subcommittee and 
were thoroughly familiar with 
both the hearings and the report. 


The upshot: Postponement un- 


til the next regular meeting of 
the committee next Monday. 


.MEANWHILE', in the House an- 


other Southerner, Ihe veteran 
Howard Smith, chairman of the

already has been approved by 
the House Judiciary Committee.

The bill would authorize 
a judge to issue an injunction 
against 
interference 
with 
(he 


right of Negroes to vote. 


As Attorney General Herbert 


Brownell Jr., who sponsors this 
injunctive process,

Southerner know, il will be bard 
lo get Southern juries to punish 
c'.ection officials who prohibit Ne- 
groes from voting. That it is be- 
lieved necessary to by-pass (lie 
jury trial is a reflection on the 
South.

But the Attorney General thinks

WASHINGTON.— (NBA) —One 


of (he fancier gadgets which the 
10 top secretaries in President 
Eisenhower's Cabinet have lo 
play with is the private telephone 
in the back scat of each of their 
limousines. Half a dozen other 
top While House officials who sit 
in on the Cabinet meetings have 
these phones, loo. 


They're all hooked up by short- 


wave radio through the mobile 
telephone service, which is a 
parl of the Chesapeake and Polo- 
mac Telephone Co. syslcm in the 
greater Washington area. 


If it ever became necessary lo 


do so. a full Cabinet meeting 
could be held while the President 
and all the secretaries were scal- 
ed in their limousines, traveling 
in a dozen different directions. 
A conference call would do the 
(rick. 


It's a kind of ultramodern par- 


ty line. 
Everybody on it can 


listen in to 
everything 
every 


other subscriber is saying. In this 


respect, the security of the sys- 
tem isn't too good. But the fre- 
quency is secret. 


Fact of the matter is that these 


limousine telephones are little 
used. Some of the Cabinet mem- 
bers feel a bit silly about hav- 
ing them, and wish they didn't. 


ONE OFFICIAL, whose name 


is withheld, got sore the first 
lime he tried to use it because 
he couldn't get his call through. 
lie hasn't touched it since. 


But. on occasion, the limousine 


phones have been useful. 
The 


White House has caught a few 
officials on the way to the air- 
port and dragged them back to 
handle some emergency. 


The system was installed for 


(he Operation Alert civil defense 
lest last year. There was no pub- 
licity at the time. But the instal- 
lations were made at the sugges- 
tion of the Office 
of Defense 


Mobilization, which ran the ex- 
crcise. to keep in touch with Cab- 


inet officers as they were speed- 
ing to their emergency hideout 
headquarters. 


When there is no such simu- 


lated attack by _ 1.000 Russian 
atomic bombers, the phones can 
be used by Cabinet members lo 
call their offices. 
They can be 


connected through their depart- 
mental switchboards to any sub- 
ordinate who may need a bawling 
out for some dereliction lhat Ihe 
secretary may have noted while 
reading bis morning paper, seat- 
ed comforlably in the car.

Views Conflict On Oyster Dredges 


ANNAPOLIS (fl — A legislative 


committee heard conflicting opin- 
ons yesterday on how the oyster 
industry would he affected by the 
use of sail-powered dredge boats 
on the Potomac Kiycr.,. 


Backers of a bill by Sen. Phoe- 


bus (R-Somersel) told the hearing 
conducted by Chairman Mattingly 
(D-St. Marys) of the Senate Bay 
and Tributaries Committee, the 
dredges should be allowed. 


They said use o f ' the vessels 


would increase oyster production 
by Vs-to 1-miilion bushels a season. 


• Opponents, including-.Mattingly Wall: 
himself,'argued the dredges would 
result in depletion ot the river's 
oyster supply. They expressed 
fear that the b'ill to open the Po- of 
tomac to dredging was a result of 
oyster depletion because of exces- 
sive dredging in areas along the jj 
Eastern Shore. 


Chairman John P. Tawes of the 


Tidewater Fisheries Commission 
called the measure "a desirable 
bill." 


He said oysters grow at depths 


of up to M feet. Since .tongers 
usually can take oysters at depths 
of only 18 to 20-feet 4with their 
long-shafted, hand-operated de- 
vices, said -Ta'wes, ..the i industry 
would benefit by allnwing.the.use 
of deep-reaching .dredges. 


The use of dredges had resulted 


in depletion of the oysters svhich 
nave until now; been -worked ,by 
Eastern Shoremen', saidtMatting- 


"Isn't that why they now want 


:o come over to the Potomac?" 
he asked. 


Tawes emphasized the differ- 


ence between power-driven craft 
with dredges and dredge boal 
propelled by sail. The former can 
)e used practically (o "contour 
plow" an oyster bed, he said, but 
this cannot be done with sailboats. 


Besides Tawes, other proponents 


of the bill included Dels. Riggin 
and Simpkins :(D-Somerset) and 
Harold R. Bassett, Salisbury oys- 
ter packer. 


Opponents included David - H. 


ace, former chairman of tbe 


fisheries commission, and Dr.Heg- 
inald V. Truitt, former research 
and education chief of the -Board 


Natural Resources. 
The committee took no immedi- 


ate action on the bill, which some 


ackers expect to clear the Senate 


but to reach the House too late 


for enactment in this session o 
Legislature before adjournmen 
next Monday.

ANNAPOLIS W - Maryland is

The House of Delegates last 


night sent to lhe governor one ap- 
proach lo the problems caused by 
drivers without insurance. It also 
asked the Senate to reconsider an- 
other method which it rejected 
earlier. 


The Senate is more than likely 


going to slick to the plan of ere- 
aling a State fund to,pay dam- 
ages to motorists who can't col- 
lect them. There arc only four 
days left in this 90-day session. 


Deadlock On Teachers 


While lhe question of aiilomo- 


rule insurance was about settled 
the Legislature headed into a 
deadlock on ils most pressing de- 
dicision remaining -i how to fi- 
nance a pay increase for school 
teachers. 


Appointment of a conference 


eommittee to work it out appeared 
inevitable. 


The Senate already has gone on 


record, 24-1, to finance a 5350 raise 
with a State tax on cigarettes and 
other tobacco products. The House 
is expected today to call for a $400 
increase' by raising tht income 
tax. 


The Senate already has consid- 


•red and turned down the income 
tax raise, 32-5, so it's a real im- 
pending stalemate. 


Thc motor vehicle insurance 


plan sent Gov. McKeldin would go 
into effect in 1959. 


First, starling next'year, a fund 


would be crealed by charging mo- 
torists who have liability In- 
nirance*!, those without $8. and 
insurance companies '« of 1 per 
cent of their tola! premiums. 


Might Pay More 


Insured motorists wouldn't pay 


any more after that, but those 
without insurance and the insur- 
ance companies would, when lhe 
commissioner of motor vehicles 
felt the fund had to be replen- 
ished. 


Motorists with insurance who 


become involved in an accident in 
which the olhcr party had no in- 
surance (or when the car was 
stolen or Hie other driver didn't 
slop), would file claims and be 
paid from the fund.

' Governor Might Accept 


Sen. Phoebus (R-Somerset) ex- 


pressed belief tobacco taxing may 
prove palatable to Ihe governor 
because McKeldin originally pro- 
posed it. However, that was to bal- 
ance his budget and hot for school 
teachers. The legislators found 
ways to balance the budget -with- 
out the tobacco tax, but still had a 
problem of raising leacher salar- 
ies. 


The Senate, would lax cigareltes 


1 cents a pack, cigars l to 3 cenls, 
and packaged tobacco 1 cent in 
addition to what the counties and 
Baltimore Cily might be collect- 
in*. 


A majority of the counties do 


not levy any tobacco tax. Others 
already collect J or 3 cents on cig- 
arettes. 


This has caused the Wholesale 


Tobacco Distributors Assn. to op- 
pose the Senate plan, ft had been 
willing to accept Gov. McKeldin's 
proposal because it would have 
levied lhe same fax everywhere 
with the State keeping what it 
needed and returning the rest to 
lubdivisions.
